Tokio, Feb. 10.— Although she has- no

thur. Early today came a cable report 
from the Japanese consul at Ohefoo 
saying that early on Monday the Japa- 
nese torpedo flotilla destroyed three 
large' Russian warships off .Fort Arthur. 
Thereafter Admiral Togo's ileet of six- 
teen warships engaged the entire Kus- 
siun Ileet, remaining off the port. The 
consul was unable to give the result oC 
the main engagement, but when the 
steamer Columbia j)ae>sed' the scene of 
action nil the Japanese warships were 
preserving alignment and lighting vigor- 
ously and steadily and apparently un- 
injured. The newspapers here published 
I extra editions containing news of the 
1 battle, and .produced the first popular 
I demonstration of the war. Flags were 
raised everywhere. Later a Paris des- 
patch announced that Admiral Alexieff 
reported that the Russian ships had 
been injured. 

The news of the naval victory was ac- 
cepted in official circles and transmitted 
to the papers. This combined with the 
destruction of two ships at Chemulpo 
Wednesday (?) stirred the populace to 
the highest enthusiasm and gained 
general confidence as to the outcome of 
the war. Up to nightfall the navy de- 
partment had not received any reports 
from Admiral Togo or other direct 
sources, and was disinclined to accent 
unofficial statements, but was keenly 
anxious to learn the details of the result 
of the main engagement, although confi- 
dent that Admiral Togo scored a sweep- 
ing victory. The department anticipated 
early advices.

Firemen Dougherty and Evans have 
ibeen injured, tho former fatally hy a 
fall from a roof. Tweiity-tfive men who 
were at work in tho building where the 
fire started barely escaped. The burning 
buildings contain many hundreds of 
thousands of bushels of starch and corn. 
It is believed the loss will reach a mil- 
lion dollars. Six hundred employees are 
thrown out of work.

WEEKLY WEATHER SYNOPSIS. 

Victoria Meteorological Office, 3rd to Oth 
February, ltXM. 

Tin' weather during this week has been 
remarkably overcast, accompanied by con- 
siderable £iin during tin' tl est portion and 
snow has fallen both on Vancouver Island i 
and the Lower Mainland. Tlu-se conditions 
were caused by the hovering of an exten- 
sive ninl Important high barometer area 
and cold wave over Northern British Col- 
umbia ami the Territories. On the Coast 
the track of easterly inovjng storms was 
forced to the south of Vun(|uver Island, 
This movement permitted the heavier and 
colder air from the north and cast to cross 
the mountains to the seaboard. While 
the snowfall In this Immediate vicinity was 
only 1.23 inches, considerably more fell In 
the adjacent higher lands. At New West-

TH'E JAPANESE (SUCCESSES. 

Certainly the results of the engage- 
ments between the. Russian and Japan- 
ese, fleets have been extraordinary, With- 
in a few hours of the commencement of 
hostilities, Russia has had lier naval 
force so greatly reduced by the Japan- 
ese attacks that, for the time being, at 
Jeast, she seems to have lost command 
of the seas. Eleven battleships or 
cruisers disabled, more or less seriously, 
within twenty-four hours of tbe opening 
of the war, without a single vessel of 
the enemy being injured, is certainly a 
most unexpected and a most extraordin-' 
ary circumstance. The accounts of the 
engagement off Port Arthur, given by 
the officers of an English merchant 
steamer, which was at that place, seem 
to show the superiority of the Japanese 
olllcers over their Russian opponents in 
respect to many qualifications that must 
be possessed by the successful com- 
mander, whether on sea or land. We 
pointed out the other day that the dif- 
ference in the intelligence, skill ami 
morale of the complements of the Rus- 
sian and Japanese fleets was a most 
important detail to be taken account of 
in estimating the relative prospects of 
success of the two combatants. The 
incidents of this naval engagement off 
Pore Arthur prove that to be so. The 
accounts show that the Russians kept a 
very poor lookout for a possible enemy; 
even after the alarm was given wero 
slow in their effort to prevent another 
surprise, and, as the long list of the 
injuries to the Russian vessels shows, 
■were almost helpless for hours against 
the attacks of the Japanese torpedo 
boat. The half-hearted attempt *o fol- 
low tlio enemy's fleet, and which was 
abandoned in little more than an hour, 
cannot be understood until more detail- 
ed information is received. Thar the 
sudden and unexpected night attack 
considerably demoralized the Russians 
there is, however, no doubt, and the 
tactics of the Japanese commander 
show that he had this effect in view in 
the methods he pursued as well as the 
material advantage to he gained by the 
disablement of so many of the enemy's 
vessels. Personally brave, the Russian 
sailor is more stolid and entirely without 
the clan of the more diminutive Japan- 
ese, whom it lias been the custom of 
the Russian officers to deride. But 
Monday night's engagement will doubt- 
less cause a great change in opinion on 
that, mid will make the Russians re- 
gard their opponents as far more formid- 
able than they have pretended in the 
past to consider them to be. Within the 
last few years there has been a dispo- 
sition in some naval quarters to consider 
that undue importance had been attach- 
ed to the services that torpedo boats 
could render against battleships if pro- 
per precautions were observed on the 
Jatter. But the extraordinary results 
achieved by the Japanese boats will pro- 
bably somewhat change that view, unless 
the circumstance is ascribed to the care- 
lessness and inefficiency of the Russian 
commanders and crews. 

Apart from the serious material loss 
inflicted on the Russians by the dis- 
ablement of so many vessels in their 
fleet, a circumstance all the more seri- 
ous from the fact that their facilities 
for effecting repairs are very incom- 
plete and imperfect, as was stated by 
Admiral Alexieff in a report to his Gov- 
ernment a few months ago, this blow 
at .Russia's naval strength is. perhaps, 
even more important from the result 
that it will have on the ability of Russia 
to (•heck the transportation of Japanese 
troops to important strategical points on 
the mainland. It is already stated that 
Port Arthur may he invested on the 
land side, and tho assistance and pro- 
tection that the land fortifications might 
otherwise give the fleet be rendered im- 
possible. Although, if recent Russian 
reports an' reliable, Russia has a much 
larger number of troops in Manchuria 
and at near parts of Russian Siberia 
than Japan has available to meet them, 
Japan's predominance at sea— as the 
outcome (if Monday's naval engagement 
—will seriously interfere with Russian 
disposition of their forces. Even with- 
out that check, the fact that the naval 
and military operations would be carried 
on within a comparatively short distance 
of Japan's base of supplies, while Rus- 
sia had to bring her supplies chiefly over 
a long line of railway, was a serious 
handicap to the latter ia warlike move- 
meats. Of course, this first compara- 
tively great success for Japan does not 
necessarily imply that she will be ulti- 
mately victorious. But it has given her 
an immediate advantage in many ways, 
and the Japanese are just the people to 
maintain the lead they luivr- gained. 



caused some little stiffness in the opera- 
tion of tho party machinery. In some 
respects there lias been evidence of the 
unreality of the attitude assumed on 
some occasions by one side of the House 
or tho other to certain matters under 
consideration. Nor could this scarccly 
ibo avoided, since on many questions, 
those wlto now are on opposite sides 
of the House wore, less than a year 
ago. working side by side and entirely 
agreed on those same mutters. But 
there will be a change in this respect, 
Gradually each party will evolve a policy 
on different matters of Provincial inter- 
est and the debates will then assume a 
more real and distinctive character than 
they have sometimes had in tho session 
now closed. 

Tlie most important legislation at this 
session was that relating to the Pro- 
vincial finances, and the plans adopted 
for their restoration to a sound posi- 
tion. It was inevitable that sonio fric- 
tion should arise; that some unpopu- 
larity should attach to a Government 
which was compelled to increase taxa- 
tion in order to meet the obligations' 
left it by preceding administrations. 
IB ut this will be but temporary. An- 
other twelvemonths should witness a 
great and satisfactory change in tho 
'financial position of the Province. With 
growing (revenues and a disappearance 
of deficits, the whole situation will bo 
changed and the present Government 
then bo recognized as one that had tho 
sagacity to realize the need of retrench- 
ment and financial reform and the cour- 
age to give effect to that view. 

Possibly there will be some dissatis- 
faction felt in various parts of the Prov- 
ince at the session having closed without) 
any stops being taken to aid the exten- 
sion of the railway system in British) 
Columbia. The announcement made by 
tho Premier on Tuesday last, and on 
which wo commented yesterday, should, 
however, allay any feeling of dissatis- 
faction on that point. The delay of 
three or four months in giving' legisla- 
tive sanction to tho aid proposed to be 
granted to certain railway enterprises- 
will not seriously interfere witli the 
schemes, while it if. clearly in the public 
interest that the Government should 
have ample time and opportunity to 
elaborate the details of the arrange- 
ments tbat it will submit to the House 
at a special sessiou in May or June 
next. 

'Notwithstanding all the Opposition 
prognostications of the impending defeat 
of the Government, the latter is found 
at the (dose of the session as strong 
numerically in the House as it was when 
it opened. With prudent management 
of Provincial affairs and an adherence 
to the policy endorsed by the people 
at the polls last October, there is no 
reason why the Government should uot 
he sustained during the full term of the 
present Legislative Assembly.

HALIBUT FISHING. 

Sir,— The question raised In the legisla- 
ture re halibut, ushlug. and your editorial 
,,n the same subject, show that the people 
of British Columbia are at last awakening 
t„ the fact that Americans have been ex- 
ploiting r>ur lishlug banks for several years 
with hardly a word of protest from the 
public or the press. 

We cannot blame the Americans for gath- 
ering in the unprotected treasures of the 
sea, wherever tbey can tind them. We 
should rather blame those servants or the 
jicople In charge of government depart- 
ments, who full to conserve the resources 
of the province, and the rights of the peo- 
ple. 

The statement that some special privilege 
or monopoly Is enjoyed by the Fish Co. 
shipping via the C. 1'. It., is not quite 
correct. 

The steamers of the New England Fish 
Company have a permit to "touch and 
trade," but this does not confer the right 
to catch fish within the three mile limit, 
if these steamers Infringe on our fisheries 
It Is the duty of the tlsherles protection 
steamer to And it out nnd report the fact 
to Ottawa. British Columbia has the only 
halibut fisheries of commerclii" Import- 
ance on the North Pacific coast. If the 
people of the province cannot secure ade- 
quate protection for these ilshorles It Is 
their own fault. If we lack the enterprise 
to engage in the halibut business, and fall 
to copy tbe methods of the Americans, 
there is no one to blame but ourselves. 

As regards the duty on fish entering the 
United States, It may bo noted that there 
is no duty whatever on fresh fish, wheth- 
er caught by Canadians or Americans. 
Fisli preserved in various ways pay from 
three-quarters of a cent to one cent and a 
half per pound duty. 

Halibut caught In our waters can be laid 
down In liostoa at a total cost of not more 
than four cents per pound, and the selling 
price to wholesale dealers In that city 
ianges from ten cents to twenty-live cents 
per pound. 

Several thousand dollars are uiiru eiear- 
ed on a single shipment which have been 
caught in from three to six days.

FINANCC UND COMMERCE. 



New York, Feb. 10 — The average level 
of prices In the stock market today got 
back to about where it was Monday night'; 
this Is to say. the recovery of yesterday 
was lost. There was no new developments 
to account for the reaction, hut there was 
some recurrent force to the considerations 
which weakened the market on Monday. 
The principal factor In checking tho ad- 
vance was the distrust felt as to the 
character of the operations which pressed 
prices upwards yesterday. This was em- 
phasized by the very patent profit-taking 
in United States Steel preferred on the 
part of a prominent trader, and the very 
obvious manipulative tactics by which it 
was sought to offset this by bidding up a 
few speculators here and there. It Is ex- 
pected also that the obligations of foreign 
Insurance companies on account of the Bal- 
tluiore lire losses may facilitate that Pan- 
ama canal payment without disturbing the 
exchange market. The real Irrepressivo 
Influence seems to he the fear of excessive 
corporation borrowings and the extra re 
qulretnents involved in the Baltimore lire 
losses, the consequent necessary exten- 
sion of credits and Abo Panama canal pay- 
ments, Rumors of a sale of New York 
Central notes to meet improvement ex- 
penses illustrated in that stock the sensit- 
iveness of the market to the effect of bor- 
rowing. 

The tumor of the coming Issue of St. 
Paul was officially disclaimed, and was 
u factor in the weakness of that stock. 
The heavy offering of Pennsylvania on the 
slight early advance created the "bad im- 
pression. The sharp rise in Brooklyn Tran- 
sit and In Amalgamated Copper dividend 
influenced the weakness of United States 
Steel preferred for a time, but the. weak- 
ness gained on the whole market, and the 
closing was at neu.rly the lowest. Hu- 
mors were circulated several times during 
the day of the death of Senator Hnnuu. 
Tho statement ot the exports of domestic 
products for January fell so far short of 
the recent leve' of Increase over previous 
years as to cause some disappointment. 
Bonds were easy. Total sales par value, 
$1,700,000. United States bonds were un- 
changed on call.

That whereas the lumber Interests of 
Brltl.*i Columbia are assuming a degree 
of Importance conducive to the prosperity 
as well as the Increased revenue of the 
province: 

And whereas serious encroachments up-; 
on the market In Canada at present exist 
hy reason of large shipments of American 
lumber, chleOy to the Northwest Territor- 
ies and to Mn nltobiu thus depriving largely 
anadlau manufacturers of our home mar- 
ket: 

And whereas the duty Imposed upon Can- 
adian lumber entering the United States 
Is prohibitory, reserving exclusively their 
own market to American manufacturers: 
lie It therefore Resolved, That this House 
views with alarm the serious consequences 
that mast result to tin. 1 lumber Interests 
of British Columbia, and Is of opinion that 
an humble address he presented H Ills 
Honor the Lieutenant-Governor respect- 
fully asking ti 1 111 to communicate with the 
Dominion government, 10 the end that such 
legislation he passed as will relievo the 
great Injustice under which the British 
Columbia lumber Interests are suffering, | 
and praying that a duty lie pnl upon Aiuer- 
Icnn lumber entering Canada equal, at 
least, to thai Imposed iip.ni Canadian lum- 
ber entering llie railed States. 

Mr. Houston objected mi the ground that 
If this House insisted In passing mis- 
chievous legislation there was no use pass- 
ing resolutions that didn't amount to any- 
thing. The resolution, therefore, remained 
unread. 

VANCOUVER INCORPORATION. 

Mr. Davidson moved on consideration 
of the report on or third reading of Bill 
No. 54, Intituled "An Act to amend the 
'Vancouver Incorporation Act, 1000,' " that 
the Bill be recommitted, to consider the 
striking out of the follow'ug clauses add- 
ed la committee: 

"Section ISt Is amended by adding there- 
to the following words: 

"(a.) The property qualification f"r a 
member of the Park Board shall he In all 
respects the same as for an alderman of the 
city, and no person shall be qualified to bo 
or sit on the Park Board unless he la the 
owner of property as provided for In the 
case of alderman In sub-section (2) of sec- 
tion -1 of this Act.' 

"Section 1(H Is hereby amended by add- 
ing thereto the following words: "The 
property qualification for a member of the 
Licensing Board shall be In all respects the 
same as that for an alderman of the city, 
and no person shall be qualified to be or 
sit 011 the Licensing Board unless! he Is the 
owner £&, property as provided for as In 
the case of an alderman In sub-section 
(2) of section 4 of this Act." 

Mr. Garden offered a few remarks In 
explanation, having telegraphed for specific 
Information on the subject, and he pointed 
out that If Mr. Davidson's amendment car- 
ried property qualification would be abol- 
ished. 

The first half of Mr. Davidson's motion 
was put and lost 18 to 21. 
The second half was put and carried. 
The report as amended was adopted, the 
bill read a third time and passed. 
MR. WELLS' RESOLUTION. 
Mr. Wells informed the House that Mr. 
Houston had subsequently withdrawn his 
objection to the reading of the resolution 
referred to above, and Mr. Wells now ask- 
ed leave to read the same to the House. 
There being no objections the reso'uthm 
was read. Mr. Wells supplemented the res- 
olution la an address In which he covered 
the whole ground connected with the lum- 
ber question in a very thorough anil ex- 
haus.r.e manner.

I no tariff party. He had found, as a rule, 
I thai Liberal party free trade doctrine con- 
sisted of protect Ion from tho other fellow 
I except In the commodities in which the 
Mtli. • fel'ow was scarce. 
The resolut'on was carried. 

GOVERNMENT HOUS E. 
Mr. Clifford reported for the committee 
on Government House, and said If the 
House prorogued today the committee's 
labors would have been In vain. He would 
therefore ask leave for the committee to 
continue sitting until all the work was coin- 
p'ete and report to next session of the 
House, also for power to print the find- 
ing of Die committee in the 1!. C, Gazette, 
or some paper in the province. 

The Premier, on behalf of the govern- 
ment, said they were quite In accord with 
this suggestion, which although not usual, 
was certainly of serious moment and should 
he respected. The desire of ihe committee, 
lie understood, was i., made the report 
complete and thorough. He asked Mr. 
Clifford, to prepare a resolution to the ef- 
fect of Ids remarks.
